RETROSPECT OF 1672. 
We had, last year, to congratu- 

General. late ourselves on the completion 

of telegraphic communication with 
Burope; and, in glancing back over 
1872, it is worth while to note how 
largely the cable has been availed of by 
Chinese, as a proof that it is not from 
the people that opposition to such im 
provements springs. Native merchants 
correspond extensively by telegraph 
between Hongkong and Shanghai, and 
we have already pointed to an inter. 
change of messages between the Vice- 
roys of Nanking and Kwantung, as a 
proof that the Officials at least appre- 
ciate the fact of its existence. We can 
only hope that the idea is silently 
making its way, and that we shall 
some day awake to a demand for ex- 
tension. In the meantime, the inter-

been frequent, owing to breakage of 
the cable; and the laying of a second 
seems desirable. 

‘The only foreign novelty introduced 
into China during the past year, has 
been the road steamer, which is now 
lying at ‘Tientsin awaiting apparently 
the subsidence of the waters, and 
repair of roads and bridges; for 
though it is put together, has been 


| favourably viewed by the authorities, 


and has made a trial trip, we hear 
nothing of any further activity. ~ 

One new public Company has been 
formed during the past year, to work 
the Pootung Dock; in other respects 
the Share List stands unaltered—save 
as regards quotations. A period of 
tranquility has suéceeded to the un- 
healthy excitement and over-speculation 
which characterised 1871, and invest- 
ments are possible at the actual, 
instead of an inflated, speculative, value. 
‘The expected advent of two new steam- 
ers, in the spring of the year, to con- 
test the S. S. N. monopoly of the 
Yangtsze, perhaps causes this usually 
favourite and valuable stock to be 





7|Tegarded with hesitation; but it is 


generally hoped that an amicable un- 
derstanding will be come to between 
the old and now lines, and the suicidal 
folly of a competitive fight avoided. 
The Pacific Mail Steam Ship Com- 
pany have put on a second steamer, so 
that we now have fortnightly commu- 


nication with San Francisco, and tho 
advent of a rival line of steamers 
to run over the samo route, is looked 
for during the current year. The 
P. & O. has persisted in its bad policy 
of causing Chinafreightsand passengers 
to change steamers three times on the 
way home, while the Messageries Mar- 
itimes run their splendid vessels from 
Shanghai to Marseilles, and are natu- 
rally the favourite passanger line. It is 
time the P. & O. imitated their example. 

‘Various changes have taken place in 
the Consular and Diplomatic Service. 
‘The new French Minister at Peking, 
M. de Geoffroy, took his post in Juno. 
relieving M. de Rochechouart, who has 
gone home; Count Mejan vacated the 
French Consulate at Shanghai about 
the same time, being temporarily re- 
placed by M. de Chappedelaine, who, 
however, has since removed to Canton; 
while M. Godeau has taken chargo 
at Shanghai. Mr, Alabaster took over 
charge of the British Consulate of 
Shanghai in January, from Mr. Daven. 
port who took up the post of acting 
Chinese Secretary to the Legation. 
Mr, Medhurst has since returned. from 
Europe and resumed his post as Con- 
sul. Sir Edmund Hornby has returned 
to take up his post as Chief Judge of 
H. B. M’s Supreme Court, and Mr.” 
Goodwin has gone home on leave. The 
death of Mr. Wentzel loft vacant the 
Consulate for N.-Germany, which has 
since been filled by Mr, Hinly. 
‘The Consulate for the U. S. A. has 
been filled by Mr. O. B, Bradford, 
during the temporary absence of Mr. 
Seward. 

‘The foundation stone of the new 
British Consulate was laid in June, on 
the ruins of the old building, and we 
are happy to note that the new edifico 
is rapidly approaching completion. 
Building is also going on in other 
quarters of the Settlement, showing 
steady progress; notably, the spaco of 
ground on the Soochow Creek adjoin- 
ing the Consular block is being covered 
by new houses; and the building at the 
corner of Foochow and Szechuen Roads, 
formerly occupied by Messrs. Hall 
and Holiz asa store, has been pull- 
ed down and replaced by handsome 
dwelling houses. Complaint is made of 
the continued crowding of Chinese 
houses within the foreign quarter, and 
1a rule that no new Chineso building 
| shall be permitted within the line of ” 
‘Honan road, is suggested. The Com- 
munity have decided to bund out the 
foreshore of the two Settlements, on 
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the plan suggested years ago by Mr. 
Clark; and we hear the Chinese autho- 
rities have made overtures to the Coun- 
cilregarding the cleansing of the Soochow 
Creek, which urgently needs attention. 
‘The bridge over that famous stream has 
been the subject of renewed discussion ; 
and negociationshave led to the purchase 
by the Council of the whole alleged 
tights of the Company, for Tis. 40,000. 
The construction of Water Works, 
‘Tramways, a Public market, Slaughter 
houses, &e. are still things of the future, 
though tho. prevalence of rinderpest 
during the past year has made the later 
especially necessary. We regret to bo 
obliged to add, of another valuable 
institution, that it is still of the past. 
The advantages of the Chain gang 
system are so obvious, that we are 
disappointed the proposals made to the 
Municipal Council early in the year, 
for its revival, were not more frankly 
met. The Volunteer Corps maintains 
its vitality, and has signalised itself on 
various field days. It has been decided 
tore-arm tho infantry with the Martini- 
Henry rifle, and the new weapons are 
on their way hither. The Artillery 
Corps distinguished itself, in the spring, 
by a day's practice with live shell at 
Woosung, which went off so successful- 
ly that we have no doubt the experi- 
ment will be repeated. 

A telegraph house has been erected 
at Woosung, by the Great Northern 
Company, and a Light House by the 
Chinese Government; both steps in 
advance. May we hope, next year, to 
be able to note some attempt to deal 
with the Woosung bar, and with other 
obstructions in the river—the Pootung 
point for instance—where dredging is 
badly needed to prevent further deteri- 
oration of the channel. 

Another measure which has been 
advocated for the advantage of ship- 
ping, is to constitute Shanghai a port 
of Registry for British ships. A num- 
ber of coasting vessels are now owned 
here, and great inconvenience is felt 
from the obligation to transfer property 
in them at Home ports. ‘The necessity 
of the measure was fully discussed in 
the W.-0. Herald of June 22nd, and we 
are glad to hear that the Chamber of 
Commerce intend to press it on the 
Board of Trade.

Mr. Eastwick will call attention on the 
25th to Asian affairs. British exports for 
January were £20,250,000. ‘The Edinburgh 
express train has collided with another ; 
nine killed. Largo withdrawals of Gold 
from the Bank, partly for Japan, Sir A. 
Cockburn has declined a Peerage, but has 
accepted the Grand Cross of the Bath. 

Parliament has reopened. The Message 
expresses satisfaction at the existing 
friendly relations with other Powers, refers 
to the Zanzibar Mission and alludes to 
the San Juan Award, regarding which it 
states it was considered that the immediate 
evacuation of the Island wus compatible 
with the dignity of the natio1 
the Emperor of Germany for 
the Arbitration of the San Juan and 
Alabama cases, regarding which it hopes 
shortly to ahnounco final results. A 
Commercial ‘Treaty with France has 
been concluded on an equal basis. Cor- 
respondence has passed between Eng- 
land and Russia, relating to the frontier 
of Afghanistan, which will be conducive 
to the tranquility of Central Asia, if both 
Governments arrive at an identity of views, 
‘The condition of the country generally 
is satisfactory. Several important amea- 
sures are promised during the Session.

A 
project to connect Hongkong with Manila 
by a telegraph cable, is maturin, 

‘The Committee of thirty have rejected the 
(French) Government proposal respecting 
the Second Chamber, aud thecontinuance of 
the Executive in power during an interval 
of dissolution. ‘The resolution is causing 
uneasiness in Paris. 

Spain tranquil. Republic recognised 
everywhere, ‘The Queen of Spain has been 
delivered of a Prince. 














A meeting of Shareholders in the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank was held 
on the 13th instant. It will be seen that 
the net profits for that period, inclnd- 
ing $122,825 brought forward from the 
previous account, and after deducting re- 
muneration to Directors &c., amount to 
$319,227. A dividend on the capital stock 
at the rate of 6 per cent for the half year 
will absorb §300,000, leaving 19,227 to be 
carried forward. 

From the report of the Hongkong Fire 
Insurance Company for the year ended 31st 
December 1872, we learn that the net 
profits for the year amount to $169,520, 
which according to the Articles of Asso- 
ciation, have to be divided as follows- 
$50,856 to Reserve, $33,904 return to Con- 





tributing Shareholders, and $84,760 as 


dividend to Shareholders. The results of 
the year’s working show an increase of 
$16,000 on premia collected. The Company 
have $1,000,000 of their funds invested and 
bearing interest. 

Wo aro glad to welcome tho re-ap- 
pearance of Minutes of Municipal Council 
meetings. There is, naturally, not very 
much news in those we publish to-day, 
stretching over six months of time all 
the main incidents having leaked ont, somo- 
how or other, in the interval, But it is 
satisfactory to have an official record, even 
of proceedings of which we more or less 
cognisant ; and especially satisfactory to 
weleome tho return to an old practice 
that had most unaccountably dropped. We 
are glad to learn from the present minutes 
that powers have been at length received 
from the absent Bridge Sharcholdors, and 
that nothing therefore now remains but to 
complete the technicalities of legal transfer, 
After some initerruption to the regularity 
of its weekly meetings in the Shantung 
Road, the Shanghai Marine ‘Temperance 
Society resumed tho holding of these on 
Saturday. The programine was made up 
of the usual components of addresses, 
readings, and songs. 

‘A disastrous fire broke outatthe Kiangnan 
Arsenal, shortly after midnight on Tuesday, 
by which a large building on the northern 
side of the yard was completely destroyed, 
and three English employés lost their lives. 
It is surmised that the fire was caused by 
a stove pipe igniting the wood-work of a 
partition, and that the unfortunate men 
were asphyxiated in their beds befere the 
flames broke out. When\the fire was per- 
ceived, it’ was impossible to cheok it, the 
building and its contents being of a highly 
inflammable nature. A full account of the 
circumstances, aud a roport of the inquest 
will be found in another page. 

An alarmof fire was also given Tuesday 
night, on the Fronch Settlement, between 
half past 8and 9 p.m, ‘The Brigade turned 
out with their usual promptitude, but 
the fire was trifling and was extinguished 
before they could rench it, 

‘The Eugineer-in-chief to the Customs 
has prepared and placed at our disposal a 
tide table for the last six months of 1872, 
showing all the day and night tides—i.e. 
those from dawn to dusk, and those from 
dusk to dawn, Having so recently pub- 
lished all these tides, we now only give the 
following summary :— 

Swamary ofthe Day and Night Tides from Yet July to 
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Ie will be observed that, while the night 
tides in July and in the threo following 
months average considerably higher than 
the day ones, the reverse occurs ‘in the 
months of November and December. 

‘News has been received of the wreck of 
the British barque Sivm, late Maria Therese, 
on her way from Hakodadi to Shanghai- 
with Seaweed &e. She went ashore on the 
Nippon side of the Tsugar Straits, at the 





entfance of Awamori Bay, and is belioved 
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to be a total loss. Assistance has been 
sent to her, but it is thought the case is a 
bad on, She is, we believe, well insured. 

John Wilson, an able seaman of the 
Graigforth, who was convicted before the 
Police Court Monday morning, for being 
drunk and resisting the police the previous 
night, is again in custody on the far 
graver charge of manslaughter. He was 
released from the Court with a fine of 
$8.50, and ordered immediately to return 
to his ship. He appears not to have 
heeded the order to tho letter, and only 
got on board at about 1 o'clock, when the 
men were at dinner. One of his mess- 
mates, named Alfred Kite, on seeing him, 
expressed regret that he should have been 
in the lock-up, and that he had not the 
means to secure his release, Wilson re- 
sented this as an insult, and both being in 
liquor at the time, from words they came 
to blows, and went on deck to fight. 
There, they attracted the attention of 
the third mate, who directly attempted to 
separate them. A blow seems, however, 
to have passed before he could reach 
them; at any rate, while he was res 
training Wilson, Kite fall back into the 
‘open gangway near which he was standing 
at the time; the mate again caught 
him, but could not prevent him from 
falling over tho side. Be kept him sus- 
pended as long as he could, but was 
eventually obliged to let go his hold, and 
Kite fell head foremost into the water 
Detween the steamer and the wharf, and was 
drowned. ‘The examination into the affair 
was commenced yesterday, but again ad- 
journed, after the examination of three 
Witnesses, to allow time for the recovery of 
the body. A report of the enquiry will be 
found elsewhere. 

About a week ago two sampans were 
seized, confiscated and hauled up on the 
Customs’ jetty, and remained there until 
yesterday forenoon, with a placard on each 
explaining the cause of confiscation, which 
was smuggling salt. By order of the 
‘Taotai they were then sawn in twain from 
stem to sterm, and the pieces placed in a 
boat and taken over to Pootung godown. 
A case of smuggling saltpetre on board the 
Chinese atr, Aden has also been detected, 
and that vessel has been detained in con- 
sequence by the Taotai, until the offender, 
who has absconded, is caught. ‘The 
amount of saltpetre did not exceed two 
piculs, and these extreme measures are no 
doubt taken with a vessel flying the native 
fiag, to show that even they are not allowed 
to trade in that monopolised commodity. 

Tho Courier learns that two of the 
thieves concerned in an extensive robbery 
some months ago, from ahouse in Shanso 
Road, and the Cantoneso who assaulted 
‘Mr. Lang, last September, in Hongkew, 
have all been banished to the Amoor. 
‘They were sent into the City at the time 
of their arrest, and have since beon suf- 
fering imprisonment in the Che-hsien’s 
jail. 

‘We hear that the Grand Duke Aloxis is 
likely to visit Shanghai in the course of a 
fow weeks—after the Hongkong Races 
probably. 

Again we have to notice the issue, from

1873, which appears in bulkier proportions 
as it embraces a wider range of information 
and aims at more extended usefulness. To 
begin with, the skeleton map of China and 
Eastern Asia has been amended by the 
marking of most of the chief towns, and 
with it is bound up a map of the P. & 0. 
routes and the distances between the vari- 
ous ports. Among the additions are a list 
of roads in English and Chinese, and such 
colloquial phrases as may be of use in 
giving directions tocooliesandchair-bearers. 
‘The indexed list of Shanghai hongs and 
residents, being the portion which sees 
most service, has been printed on parch- 
ment paper, a much stronger material than 
the ordinary kind, but unfortunately 
rather transparent, ‘The object of making 
the change, however, that of guarding 
against tearing the pages in hastily refer- 
ring to them, will, itis hoped, be fally 
met by the substitution. In the list of 
hongs, we may just notice that, after many 
endeavours to reduce the Chinese names 
to an uniform system of romanized render- 
ing, and to the local pronunciation, the 
compilers have been obliged to give the task 
up, and to leave each resident to treat the 
language as may seem best in his own 
eyes. Sinologues willpleaso, therefore, hold 
the publishers guiltless. The ‘Who's 
Who” lists have been arranged on a plan 
which, it is thought, will considerably 
facilitate roferonce ; and, these columns 
having boon found of great uso, efforts 
have been made to attach thom to most of 
tho Outport lists. A Peking Directory is 
introduced for the first time, and a Lega- 
tion page precedes that giving the members 
of H. B, M.’s Diplomatic and Consular 
Service. A few additions are made to the 
Miscellaneous matter a5 the end, and we 
need hardly say that no pains have been 
spared to render the whole work correct up 
to a recent date. 

‘Trexrsix letters report a sudden burst 
of intensely cold weather ; the river frozen 
over, and keen northerly gales and dust 
storms, The departure of the army des- 
tined for Kausuh is delayed, on account of 
deep snow covering the roads in Shanse. 

A Hawxow corresponilent writes on the 
Lith instant, that the Chinese are not yet 
thinking of business, so Foreigners were 
giving themselves up to amusement. ‘The 
Bachelors are to give a ball at the Club 
on the 25th instant, when it is hoped that 
eight ladies will be present. Otherwise 
the place is rather dull, but the weather 
is perfect. 

By the steamer Namoa, wo have Foo- 
cuow advices to tho 14th February. There 
had been no more Tea arrivals during the 
previons week, and no settlements made. 
There were no sales of imports recorded, 
only a few small exchange transactions, 
and no vessels on the berth. We have to 
acknowledge a pamplilet containing mi- 
nutes of the twelfth annual meeting of the 
American Methodist Episcopal Church, 
which we shall take an early opportunity 
of looking over. 

‘Honcxone papers are'rather void of local 
news. The Police Report has been issued, 
and is considered to show more satisfactory 
results; the number of larcenies having 
greatly decreased. ‘The cause is attributed 























to increased vigilance of the now constables, 
in arresting Chinamen who are abroad at 
night without a pass. The yacht race to 
‘Macao for the Douglas Challenge Cup has 
been won by the Naomi. Tho case of 
Mr. Kénig is to come on for trial on tho 
18th inst. The Rev. J. A. Lobley, who 
had been offered the see of Victoria, has 
declined the appointment. A fuller sum- 
mary of news will be found elsewhere, 

A fire has occurred at Caston by which 
fully seventy houses, mostly of anobjection- 
ableclass, have been destroyed, Regarding 
public sensations, the China Mail’s corres- 
pondent writes: — Notwithstanding the 
sensational handbill, in which it is stated 
that Chang is ten feet high, that the Em- 
peror of Japan has presented him with a 
fish which swallows fire, and such like, the 
amount of ten cents, his countrymen con- 
sider, would be misspent in viewing the 
corporation of this longitudinal wond 
Asa Woseong who stands six feet six, « 
hibits himself gratui svery ” day. 
amongst the Celestials, the height of the 
Giant does not attract so much attention. 
‘The Prussian lady, who is espoused toa 
Celestial, is doing well with her panorama 
exhibition, ‘The charge for viewing, is 
twenty cash, and she takes in seven to ten 
dollars per day. She intends proceeding 
to some of the large towns in the interior, 

‘The Joshua caso at Stxcarone has ended 
in the acquittal of the prisoner ; the verdict 
is characterised by the Straits Times as 
a miscarriage of justice. A quarter-master 
of the Dutch steamer Sunda has assaulted 
the Master, Mate, and Chief Engineer with 
8 sword, and inflicted on them dangerous 
wounds. 

‘Trade and matters generally at BaNoxox 
appear to be just now particularly dull 
We are infornied that some of the Euro: 
pean residents are farni ig attention 
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the exhibitions of Loudon and Paris was 
pronounced excellent, but the cigars as 
yet turned out from ’ Bangkok have not a 
very good reputation, probably because 
the Siamese are ignorant of the proper 
process of dressing and propariug the lea 
The Siam Rice Mills are all idle, A fow 
days since we learned from a number of 
rice traders who had gone to an adjoinin, 
province to make their usual purchases o 
paddy, that the price was #0 very high 
that they returned without cargoes, Lt 
remains to be seen how long paddy holders 
will ask, for their grain, prices that forbid 
exporters to purchase for a foreign market, 

We have received from the Registrar 
General’s office, New Zeatanp, volume of 
Statistics of the colony for the year 1871, 
which gives a grent deal of interesting 
information regarding its progress. The 
total estimated population, exclusive of 
aborigines, was 266,986, being an increase 
of 10,593 on the previous year; 7,950 of 
this excess being from births in the colony 
and 4,786 from immigration. Wo are 
prised to find no, estimate of the native 
population. ‘The revenue of the colony 
amounted to £1,299,371. The total value 
of gold exported was £2,787,520, The 
total value of wool exported £1,606,144. 
The total value of exports was £5,282,084; 
the total value of imports, £4,078,193, 
‘The total amount of debentures in cireula- 
tion (7 total colonial debt) is £8,900,000, 
Details are also given of the Banks, 
Schools, Telegraphs, JointStock Companies, 
Post office, Waste Lands, &c., é&c., which 
all go to show the prosperity and capabili- 
ties of the Colony.

COAST SURVEYS. 
‘We were for so many years accustomed 
to look upon the charts of the China 
Coast as a model of correctness, that 
we are loth to accept without some 
reservation, the opinion of the Hong- 
kong Chamber that they need revision. 
With the exception of the danger on 
which the Ulysses struck, be it sunken 
rock or the ironwood mast of a junk, 
wo are justified in saying that nearly 
all the other reefs which have proved 
dangerons are already marked on the 
charts we possess. Itis, to say the 
least of it, remarkable that while for 
many years there was scarcely a single 
wreck to report on the coast of China, 
wo should within the last three years 
have come to hear of so many. We 
have suggested, before this, that other 
causes besides the incorrectness of the 
charts were probably to blame, that 
there was not the same knowledge of 
the coast displayed on the part of 
commanders, and that in too many 
cases, economy rather than efficiency was 
the order of the day. The old estab- 
lishment of a steamer plying on the 
China coast was perhaps in excess of 
the requirements of the case. ‘Tradi- 
tions were handed down from the time 
of the smart opium clippers, manned 
almost as extravagantly as a man-of- 
war, but there is a well founded reason 
of complaint at the present day, that 
vessels notoriously undermanned do 
attempt to navigate the coast of China, 
with the results which recent experi- 
ence has shown. We are well aware 
that much of the loss of property is only 
the natural result of the increased num- 
ber of steamers running along the coast; 
we also are willing to allow that the 
increased number, and the fact that 
many more of the steamers plying up 
and down, hail from European ports, 
has created a demand for commanders 
intimately acquainted with the coast, 
beyond the means of supply. Still, 
with all these facts before us, there 
remains a portion of the increase of 
casualties which we cannot attribute 
to either of these causes or even to 
deficiencies in the charts. Weare not 
prepared to pin our faith to the final 
correctness of the charts, but we know 
that for many years they were accepted 
by those whose intimate knowledge of 
the coast rendered their opinion of 
high value; and, having this fact 
before us, we need better evidence than 
has as yet been brought forward, to 
join in the demand for revision which 
‘appears to be contemplated by our 
friends in the South. We do not mean 
that 2 surveying vessel might not be 
satisfactorily employed for months, 
on the coast of China. There are 
dangers, known only by report, or 
whose situation is only roughly marked 
on the charts, and it would give addi- 
tional confidence to those in the habit 
of rumning on the coast, to know that 
they had been correctly laid down. 





Dangers such as the Suwonada rock, 
or that on which the Ulysses struck, 
would, however, as probably elude the 
search of a surveying vessel, as they 
have done that of the numerous 
vessels continually passing them by. 
It is unlikely that many more dangers 
exist in the passages generally made 
use of, and it would be well perhaps 
for vessels, as a general rule, to keep 
as near the usual passage as con- 
venient. With regard to the measures 
proposed to be adopted towards obtain- 
ing the revision of the survey, we are 
surprised at the impractical nature of 
the Chamber's suggestion. We have 
no reason to doubt the ability of any 
of the Naval Powersrepresented in these 
waters, to carry on a survey; but, know- 
ing that unity of plan and system is 
above allthings necessary in sucha work, 
we have more than doubts as to the 
possibility of a number of independent 
vessels being able to effect any improve- 
ment on our present survey. We 
would scarcely place half a dozen cap- 
tains to manage one ship; or, if we 
did, we would scarcely expect to 
hear of her safe arrival. Half a dozen 
captains in a ship would, however, 
be as anomalous as half a dozen 
heads ina survey. The result might 
be curious, but we would prefer trust- 
ing to what we have already got. ‘The 
Chinese gunboats, now almost. useless 
along the coast, might be told off to 
such a service under an experienced 
head. The imperial revenues could 
scarcely be devoted to a more useful 
work ; whatever is done, should, to be 
useful, be done on a proper system and 
under a single command: Special 
surveys of points where changes are 
taking place, such as the entrance to 
the river, and the entire of the embou- 
chure of the Yangtsze, are of course 
exceptions. Such charts are required 
at frequent intervals, and their particu 
lar correctness is of more importance 
than their capability of fitting in with 
a general coast survey. We have late- 
ly explained some of the reasons which 
call for a special survey of the Yang- 
tsze. They are of a different nature 
from those which seem to have actuated 
the Hongkong Chamber. 





CHINESE AMUSEMENTS. 


Ir is a mere truism to say that a man 
must be allowed to amuse himself in his 
own way. The game that would re- 
create and refresh A would worry and 
weary B, and vice versd. It is doubtless 
a marvel, to stay-at-home sedentary men, 
that their neighbours can find any 
delight in madly scampering across 
country .on the back of a pony, and 
coming home draggled with clammy 
mud and drenched with turbid creek 
water. It is also inconceivable to the 
Centaurs of the Settlement how their 
fellow creatures ean find the pursuit 
contemptuously named ‘bug hunting’ 
in any way. fascinating, or how the 
youth of scientific proclivities ean obtain 
enjoyment from the revelations of the 





microscope or find an interest in grub- 
bing up the stones of the field. One 
man is perplexed because his companion 
finds enjoyment in dancing until two 
o'clock in the morning, at the Butter- 
flies ; and the votary of Terpsichore is 
in his turn surprised at the devotion to 
whist according to Pole, which animates 
his consurer. 

‘This being the case with regard to 
the amusements of Europeans, it is nob 
to be wondered at that the recreations 
of the Chinese should be a mystery to 
us. We confess that they are com- 
pletely unintelligible. It is a task of - 
insuperable difliculty to us, to compre- 
hend how they can possibly derive 
gratification from the sports in which 
they indulge at the New Year. A 
Christmas Revel in the Middle Ages 
must have bad some features nob easy 
to appreciate. It is possible that o 
cynic may fail to see the fun of snap- 
dragon, masks, and costume crackers; 
but, taking us at our worst, we are 
surely more reasonable in our mirth 
than aro our native fellow-citizens. 
The pleasure of letting off fireworks 
when the fireworks assume beautiful 
shapes and varied hues, and sparkle 
and change and shoot up showery 
stars and fall in cascades of fire, is 
very intelligible; and we can readily 
see how a people, in civilization on a 
par with Western children, may de- 
rive exquisite and prolonged delight 
from these toys of flame, But Chinese 
crackers are not pleasing to the eye. 
They do not flash, and change colour, 
and rise in ruby and ‘emerald to the 
sky, or pour down floods of golden rain 
upon the ground; they simply make a 
prolonged, excruciating, and abomin- 
able noise. ‘There is nothing save the 
feeblest sparks of fire, to gratify the eye ; 
it is all noise and nothing else. Noise 
continuous, hideous, and detestible ; 
noise unrelenting, monotonous and stri- 
dent ; a noise which we could almost 
wish were deafening, for, if it deafened 
us, the muisance would be at end and 
crackers would trouble us no more, 
‘And these instruments of torture are 
not all. ‘The music of the Chinese is 
as grating and discordant as anything 
called by a polite euphemism music 
can, possibly be. It has, we believe, 
never been thoroughly studied, and 
from all we can gather it is a subject 
not specially deserving of minute 
attention. The one desideralum of 
the Chinese orchestra is noise. If 
there be any Handels or Mendelsohns 
in the Flowery Land, they have earned 
their fame by excellence in the art of 
making day and night horrible by 
hubbub. Nebuchadnezzar’scornets, 
sackbuts and psalteries must have been 
gentle whispers when compared with a 
Chinese Band. 

‘At Funerals, at Wedding Proces- 
sions, at the Theatre, everywhere and 
always, noise seems the aim and object 
of these unmelodious minstrels, and they 
succeed to admiration in the art of 
creating a din, Of course they have a 
right to make this outrageous tympa- 
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num-destroying clangor in their own 
homes, or in their temples; but surely 
we have a right to desire that crackers 
and gongs should be discharged and 
beaten within reasonable limits. Why 
should the comfort of the Foreign 
residents be sacrificed for a whole 
month every year? ‘The cracker and 
gong nuisance has been worse than 
ever of late, and we are glad to learn 
that the Municipal Council intend plac- 
ing tighter restriction on the amuse. 
ment. There can be only one opinion 
‘as to the objectionable nature of this 
form of native recreation. 





EARTHQUAKES AND VOLCANOES. 
Smion the days of Werner and Hatton, 
earthquakes, and their commonly cor- 
responding phenomena volcanoes, have 
formed the debateable land whereon 
geologists of every school have tried 
their skill and prowess. Whether they 
indicated a continued activity in the 
interior of our planet, and if so what 
was their relation to that activity, have 
een favourite topics of debate. The 
chemical theory started by Sir Hum- 
phrey Davy, that these phenomena were 
produced by the sudden access of water 
to uncombined alkaline metals, was for 
a long time a favourite from its very 
ingenuity and boldness; and, though 
facts to support it were difficult to 
obtain, it was almost equally difficult to 
bring forward well founded arguments 
on the other side. The moon has long 
been with poets the emblem of fickle. 
ness and inconstancy, her pale silent 
gaze was to their minds suggestive of 
lover's vows, made only to be broken ; 
yet modern research gives us a very 
different account of our pale-faced sa- 
telite, .Never, in fact, were the poets 
more at fault than when they made the 
orb which ever turns towards her lord 
and master the same mild and deathlike 
gaze, the emblem of inconstancy and 
changeableness. Without water or 
air, passing from extremes of heat to 
extremes of cold, the cold quiet moon 
bears no life in her bosom, No chang- 
ing clouds flit across her black skies, 
no streams murmur down her vallies, 
no seas break on her cold grey stones. 
‘Yet from the moon, all unlike as she is 
to our ever changing earth, we may draw 
a lesson as to what our earth is 
probably hastening to. Geology, all 
unwearied from her researches on the 
face of the earth, flies boldly across 
space, and seeks to correlate the action 
of matter in all the worlds. To the 
spectroscope we owe the knowledge that 
other worlds are composed much as 
our own, that the common elements 
with us are to a great extent the 
ordinary elements with them; and, as 
like ordinarily produces like, so we are 
justified in the surmise that the suc- 
cession of phenomena on those of the 
heavenly bodies with which we are 
more intinately connected, is not unlike 
what take places on our own globe. 
Astronomers long ago detected, on the 
face of the moon, the well known traces 









of voleanie action; but though the 
marks were there of craters and lava 
streams, though heights could be mea- 
sured and valleys depicted, the strange 
fact remained that mortal eye had 
never, s0 far as our astronomical records 
extend, beheld on the satellite an out- 
burst of sublunar energy. Outbursts, 
like that of Skaptur Jokul, of Sumbawa, 
or Chimborazo, did not require any 
powerful instrument for their observa- 
tion; they would have been visible 
to the unassisted eye. Little by 
little, the idea forced itself on the scienti- 
fic world, that the energy which had 
once spent itself in volcanic activity 
had finally left the moon, and that her 
gaze was one of eternal death. Vol- 
cauie phenomena on the earth are 
intimately connected with the presence of 
water, gases of various sorts are their 
necessary product; yet, of waterand gase- 
ous bodies, the moon exhibited no sign. 
Our own globe told us something 
which we might assimilate with the 
news arrived from the moon, Sink 
where we would on the face of the 
earth, after the first few feet of crust 
were pierced, we found ourselves 
in presence of an increasing heat. Did 
the heat increase in the, same ratio, 
through the mass of the earth, that it 
did near its surface, a few thousands 
of yards would have brought us to a 
temperature sufficient to melt the most 
refractory bodies. Another school, 
apart from the chemical, perceived in 
this the plain cause of earthquakes 
and yoleanoes. Astronomers however 
set themselves to calculate the effects 
of such a state of matters. A fluid 
nucleus, even when covered with such 
a crust as proposed, must be affected by 
Tunar tides, and in tarn affect the 
moon herself. No such tides however 
could be detected by the most delicate 
observations. © Whatever, therefore, 
might have been the original state of 
the world, there was little danger of its 
returning to a state of igneous fusion. 
Earthquakes might shake us, and vol- 
canoes deluge portions of the’ surface 
with fire, but their reservoirs of heat 
were not drawn from any such internal 
nuclens of fire, as was required by the 
first supporters of the doctrine of in- 
ternal heat. So, for many years, the 
the matter rested. Partial seas of fire, 
and partial disturbances of the state of 
internal equilibrium had to be accounted 
for, and many were the theories 
broached. Chemical action again came 
into favour, notwithstanding the 
weight of evidence against its ac- 
ceptance; especially as it remained 
clear that some abstruse connection 
did exist between the sites of voleanic 
aetion, and the presence of large bodies 
of water. Few men have devoted so 
much thought to igneous and seismic 
phenomena as Mr. R. Mallet; it is 
therefore not surprising that the latest 
theory broached should have proceeded 
from’ one so well known for his devo- 
tion to this branch of science. Our 
globe, he points out, is still radiating 
heat into space; for every degree so 





radiated, some contraction of the mass 
must take place. Its surface seems to 
have long ago arrived at an equilibrium 
of temperature, hence the contraction 
must take place internally, tending 
continually to leave, round the shrinking 
internal core, a loose and unattached 
skin. The force of gravity conti. 
nually acting on this rind draws 
it closer and closer to the centre, 
and it, not being able to contract, 
is thrown into ridges and hollows, 
exactly asthe skin of a dried apple 
wrinkles and cracks over its shrunk 
inside. An earthquake is the creep 
produced by thisshrinkage and the 
consequent crumpling and crushing 
cogether of the superficial strata, and 
as this forcible crushing together of 
the matter of which the surface of the 
earth is composed, must produce enor- 
mous development of local heat, we 
have at onco the two phenomena cor- 
related. We can at least imagine a 
time arriving, when the main body of 
the earth bas cooled down so far and 
set so solidly that it refuses to con- 
tract any further under the influence of 
internal gravity. Ib has set like 
a plaster east round our imaginary 
apple. Into the void there to be 
left, the water and air which now en- 
liven the surface may find an en- 
trance. ‘This we may presume to 
have happened to our satellite, and we 
may imagine, and perhaps eventually 
calculate the time when it must occur 
to ourselves. Thus strangely does one 
science help another. Geology might 
at first sight seem the basest of 
sciences, concerning herself with rocks 
and mud ; yet she calls to her aid the 
most ethereal of all, and in return 
throws a light on celestial phenomena 
otherwise beyond our comprehension, 
From the silent moon we are able to 
extract more and stranger information 
than did ever Sibyl, Pythoness, or 
“ Astrologer or Seer of eld.”

But probably the report is, 
really, only a bridge over the long interval 
of silence; and we must look forward to 
fuller information in future. 

Don’t feel at all sure it would be an 
advantago to admit reporters to the Coun- 
cil meetings.—They are admitted at 
Home t—Yes, and very amusing squab- 
bles are brought to light in consequence. 
Not that the Shanghai Councillors are open 
to a moment’s suspicion on that score. 
Quite otherwise; to a very great extent the 
Settlement is governed in a sort of 
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“friendly way.” The Councillors don’t 
meet to make set and formal speeches, but 
tall over things conversationally, and often 
make—say for opening roads or rounding 
street corners—arrangements, by private 
chat, that would not be brought about 
80 easily in a more official way. ‘The 
presence of reporters might be useful 
sometimes, to secure publicity ; but might 
often do harm by the publicity. It is 
Decause we govern ourselves rather in- 
formally, that we get along so cheaply. 
Look at Hongkong, with about the same 
population, costing three times as much, 
and not doing nearly so well. If the 
Council will only publish prompt and 
frank summaries, these might answer the 
purpose; but they should be prompt and 
comprehensive. 

‘Told you what astate the'ronds had been 
allowed to lapse into ; the little rain which 
fell last week made paddy-fields of them. 
Time some attention was paid to this 
side of the Creek now.

‘Thore seems no doubt about it ; the 
thing is provable by the old bound- 
ary stones on tho English side, and 
measurements from them. The plans 
were unfortunately ost in the Consulate 
fire, which will be the sonres of some 
trouble yet, before the world ends. But 
it is well-known that the original idea was 
a bund of 30 feet wide on either shore, and 
50 feet for the creck ; the English bund 
is 80 fect, excopt where it has crumbled 
in, Make a plan on thin paper, from the 
basis of the boundary stones, measuring 
out 30 feet-+50 fect from them, and 
placo it over a plan of the creek as it 
actually stands. You will find the hypo- 
thetical banks correspond exactly with the 
actual banks, on this side; but that the 
bank has been extended in several cases 
on the French side. It’s all nonsense not 
talking about the thing becanse it’s under 
arbitration. ‘The question is a public one, 
and the more light can be thrown on it 
the better. ‘The question is, whether the 
bunding out is objectionable ; or whether 
the creek mightn’t as well be closed al- 
together, and a fine broad street be made 
on its site. The matter wants to be 
carefully enquired into. It would be 
wrong to do this if it is an important 
outlet for Chinese boats coming down 
country ; but if the boats that crowd it 
only come in from the river and use it as 
a quay, there might be less objection ; 
though the wisdom “of closing a water 
inlet that permits cargo to be Janded in the 








heart of the Settlement, is questionable. 
Anyhow, it seems a.pity to squeeze up the 
channel in the meantime. So long 4s it is 
‘open, leave room for boats to pass. 

What is the matter with the Volunteers? 
They havn't had a drill for months ; pity 
to let all this splendid weather pass. 
Couldn’t a sham fight be got up with the 
Cadmus men, and the traditional finish 
had, round a cask of beer at the Bubbling 
Well? The crops will be too high soon, 
and the weather will change, and then 
everybody will regret the lost opportunity. 

Besides, the men are all back from 
shooting now, so we might count on a good 
muster. A few are gone to Hongkong to 
the races ; but not enough to make a great 
matter, Wonder how many million phea- 
sants have been killed this year, and how 
on earth the supply keeps up as it doe: 
Those up-country excursions can’t be be: 
enin tho world; and old China hands will 
talk them over at Home, in future years, 
with immense relish—that is if any of 
them are foolish enough to leave a climate 
where you pass weeks without acloud, for 
one where you pass months without a 
gleam of sun. 

Seen that recent discovery in America, 
that “it was a matter of religious ob- 
servance with the ancient Irish, to eat 
their parents?” Always wondered why 
the Irish had no national dish for St. 
Patrick’s day, to correspond with Haggis. 
Evidently this is the lost recipe. Fine 
dish. Interesting discovery. Expect that’s 
the sort of thing they ate in the moon ; 
and then they all died. Read an inter- 
esting tale of Turkish life the other day. 
A jealous lady overheard her husband say, 
to a slave who was pouring out water for 
him—¥nough, my Iamb”—and at onco 
flew in a rage and had the poor girl killed ; 
then she had the head stuffed with rice, 
cooked in an oven and placed on a large 
dish surrounded with rico, and served up 
as “lamb” to the master for dinner. 
Wonder whether that was the “ancient” 
style of cookery.

‘TIENTSIN. 


During the last ten days, we have had 
several northerly gales which have each 
time sont down the thermometer lower 
than before. ‘This morning at daylight it 
stood at 13°, Fahrenheit, which is the 
lowest it has’fallen to this winter. The 
river off the settlement to-day is frozen 
‘over, and Chinese are now crossing on the 
ice. As we shall, however, have spring 
commencing on the 5th proximo, and as 
the sun is even now pretty powerful when 
we have no wind, the river cannot possibly 
remain frozen up long after this gale is 
over. On the poor people ofthe intinda- 
ted district, this bitterly cold weather must 
be very severe, owing principally to the 
scarcity of fuel for heating theircookingand 
sleeping stoves. The authorities distri- 
bute either rice or maize every few days, 
at the gates, to the destitute inhabi- 
tants, Abont a week back, while this good 
work was going on, the Prefect’s chief 
clerk, an old man, ‘who was superinten- 
ding ‘the distribution of the rice, slipped 
‘on some ice over which he was walking 
and was killed on the spot by the fall.

To-day is the Chinese New-Year’s day; 
and the first day of the 12th year of the 
Emperor Tung-chih. At this moment 
(11.30 a.m.) it is blowing a fearful dust 
storm from the north—a genuine Mongo- 
lian yellow dust storm, not a local one— 
and bitterly cold. At dusk yesterday, 
the wind liad died away, and we were 
encouraged to hope that the stormy 
weather was over, and we should have a 
calm New-Year’s day. Just as the New- 
Year came in, however, the north wind 

ain commenced, and at 2 a.m. it was 
blowing a furious gale. At daylight 
to-day the thermometer stood at 8°, com- 
pletely eclipsing the cold of yesterd 
No one can go abroad to-day for half. 
hour without returning home scarcely 
recognizable, owing to the quantity of 
dust on his face and dress; you may 
consequently suppose that everyone, not 
positively obliged to go abroad, will ro- 
main quietly indoors. 

When these northerly storms come on 
us at Tientsin, the natives even of this ro- 

‘ion camnot remain out of doors at work, 
Being unable to bear the severity of tho 
intense cold. On several occasions, dur- 
ing the las the work people 
employed irs of the bund 
have not gone to work, or when at work 
topped, and gone to their homes. It 
that, if there wasmuch stormy wen- 
ther in the winter months in the northern 
rogions there would be no population ; for 
it would be impossible for them to find an 
existences out of doors; nature so or- 
dains it, however, that there aro very 
few such days. 

‘The money settlements of the Chineso 
traders, merchants, and bankers of Tientsin 
at the end of the past year appear to 
have gone on satisfactorily, or, at any 
rate, quietly ; as we hear of none of the 
banks or hongs having It is true 
that, just before the ond of the year, heard 
‘one merchant exclaim in a pitiable tone of 
voice ‘Money is very tight! Money is 
very tight!” Evidently, sumo parties 
whose money he would like to got, wor 
determined to keep a, tight hold of i 
Tapprehend that my friend is not‘a soli- 
tary instance in experiencing this feeling on 
the part of many holders of sycee ; and that 
not only at the closing, but throughout 
the whole of the year, 

About two weeks back, it was currently 
mentioned by the people in the city that 
the army for"Kansuh, amounting to thirty 
thousand soldiers exclusive of officers, and 
all belonging to Le-hung-chang's Southern 
Legion, would start in two divisions for 
Kansuh on the 16th instant. Some few 
days later the people of Tientsin learnt that, 
as the first division was on the point of 
starting, the order for marching had been 
countermanded ; the ground for the change 
being that the roads through the provinco 
of Shanse had been ascertained to be cov- 
ered with several feet of snow, rendering 
it quite impossible for the men to march 

it. ‘The army had already been fully 
shed with ammunition for the rifles, 
(muzzle-loading Enfelds,) and with the 
different kinds of ammunition suitable for 
the guns of the difforent batteries of artil- 
lery attached to each division. Kanchow, 
the capital of the province of Kansuh, is 
5,044 le distant from Peking; Oroumitsi, 
where the Mahomedan rebels had, some 
three months ago, their head quarters, must 
be at least 6,000 le, or 2,000 miles English, 
distant from Tientsin. If the men have to 
march on foot all that distance, and if we 
allow them to average thirty le or ten miles a 
day, which will be a good day’s march when 
we take into consideration that each man 
will have to carry a considerable weight, 
namely, his rifle, ammunition say thirty 
rounds, his clothes, his bedding, and some 
provisions, the two divisions will take at 
Teast two hundred days, or speaking roughly” 
seven months, to reach the present seat of 
war near Oroumtsi. As the mild summer 
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weather in that region will be then 
nearly over, we can see that their cam- 
paign during the present year will only 
be a short one; and that the Manchu dy- 
nasty will not derive much benefit from 
this army, during the year 1873. 

‘A servant of a merchant in town was 
carrying, four days back, in the evening, a 
sum of about two hundred taels from his 
employer's hong to another hong, and while 
going through the public streets was stopped 
by some people, beaten, and robbed. I 
heard this morning that ‘the Tientsin dis- 
trict magistrate has, in consequence ef the 
robbery, been dismissed frum his post. I 
mention this circumstance to show that the 
higher authorities are alive to keeping 
strict order in the city, and that, should 
the subordinate officials fail to do so, they 
incur severe punishment.

About 10 o'clock last night, the resi- 
dents of the British Settlement ob- 
served the sky lighted up in the direction 
of the city ; and we learnt this morning, 
that it arose from the burning of some 
stacks of millet stalks—the fuel of 
this part of China—stored in a yard 
outside the angle of the city wall between 
the East and South gates ; the work is 
suspected to bo incendiarism. It might, 
however, I imagine have heen caused by 
the letting off of fire-erackers on account 
of the New-Year. The wind had very 
fortunately gone down at dusk ; and the 
firo did not spread to the adjoining yards 
of millot stalks. In winter at Tientsin, 
when tho river and road waters are all 
frozen, itis extremely difficult to extin- 
guish conflagrations in town. 

‘The thermometer stood this morning at 
daylight, 13°. ‘The ico both in the river 
and tho lakes is 14 inches in thickness. 
Tt was feared at one time that it would b 
difficult to gathora stock for next summ: 
consumption here and ‘for exportation, 
owing to tho very mild weather we had 
up tothe Inst few days of the Chinese 

ear, Now, however, there is no danger 
of ur stock failing, foo is plentiful and 
thick.

‘TAKAO. 


Our Sugar market was opened about 
2nd or 3rd January, when contracts wore 
closed for 1, 2, and’3 months’ delivery, at 
prices ranging from $2.75, to 2.60 per picul. 
Quite a fleet of vessels chartered by 
Chinese arrived here to load, mostly for 
Chefoo, some for Ningpo and Shanghai, 
and two only for Japan. ‘The greatest 
number of these vessels had not secured 
their cargoes, and are consequently but 
slowly filling. As prices for such short 
delivery advanced considerably, Chinese 
willingly paid, and are paying, $2.85 or 
$2.90 per picul. Prices are expected to 
decline as soon as the present flotilla will 
have left this port, but I doubt we will 
for the first two months see lower prices 
than $2.60. ‘The British bark Kate Waters, 
580 tons, is loading for Australia, 

Opium having of late been forced on the 
nuarket in order to obtain fands to meet 
engagements connected with the recent 
Sugar purchases, prices naturally declined, 
and are now about equal with Amoy 
quotations. 

Rice imported for account of the Taotai 
is reserved by that official for some emer- 
gency. Prices declined about 30 cents. per 
picul, caused but by a few days rain. ‘The 
weather on the whole has been very dry, 
and if it continues, grave apprehensions 
are entertained regarding the future crop. 

‘The British bark Janet Holt, bound from 
Sourabaya to Amoy, laden ‘chiefly with 
oileake, got on shore on the 17th instant, 
four miles south of this port. She got off 

















again in the evening, after having jetti- 
soned about 500 piculs cargo, with the loss 
of some hawsers, anchors and boat, but 
without any apparent damage to the hull. 

The following incident may be worth 
relating here, as it may interest Insur- 
ance ollices. “This port has two pilots, one 
a Enropean and one a Chinese. Against the 
latter several complaints were lodged with 
the Harbour-master; the respective ship- 
masters flatly refusing to entrust again the 
charge of their vessels to the Chinaman ; 
and the respected Customs official at once 
constituted a court of enquiry which de- 
cided that the certificate of the Chinaman 
be cancelled—a judgment with which the 
majority of the community here, con- 
nected with the trade of the port, concurred, 
‘The aggrieved party, huwever, does not so 
easily throw up the sponge, but goes and 
tells the Haiquan his doleful tale, who 
being superintendent of the foreign Cus- 
toms here, calls stante pede on the respec- 
ted Customs official, and induces him 
somehow to cancel his former judgment, and 
so the Chinese pilot continues to endanger 
other peopie’s property as hitherto.—Daily 
Advertiser. 

















HONGKONG. 

‘The Daily Press repeats the statement 
we made in our Japan correspondence a 
few weeks ago, that an Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary has been 
sent out from Peru, with reference to the 
Maria Ins matter, and that an iron-clad 
and squadron will’accompany him, ‘It is 
also understood that he has instructions to 
treat with China, with reference to opening 
portsfor trade with Peru. It appears that 
the French squadron is remaining in Japan 
for observation.” Commenting on this, 
the Press expresses itself unfavourably 
towards the course which Japan, backed 
up by some of the Fo owers, took in 
the affair of the Maria News of the 
loss of the well-known clipper Serica on the 
north shoals of the Paracels has reached 
Hongkong. Wegive particulars elsewhere. 
‘The Peruvian ship Emigrante has returned 
to Hongkong to lay up, there being no 
coolies to be got in Macao, ‘The Agustina 
sailed a few days since, with 603 coolies on 
board. 

‘The M. M. str. Phase, chartered to con- 
vey to Europe a portion of the Japanese 
exhibits for the Vienna Exhibition, arrived 
at Hongkong on the 7th, and was to leave 
next day for Trieste. ‘The Commissioners 
on board are Messrs. C. Vassallo, Greeren, 
and Gamataka, a nobleman holding high 
official position at Court, as Secretary to 
the Commission. Besides the articles by 
the Phase, 300 tons are to leave by next 
mail, and 400 tons by the following mai 
In addition to these officials, there are 65. 
Japanese on board, mostly artisans, who 
are sent by the Japanese Government to 
visit all the establishments of Europe, and 
to see the different modes of manufacture, 
with the idea of introducing improve 
ments in their mode of manufacturing in 
Japan. To this commission Mr. Siebold, 
Secretary-Interpreter to the Imperial Aus- 
trian Legation (son of the celebrated Geo- 
grapher), is attached as interpreter. 

‘A cricket match Army v. Navy took place 
on the 1st February, and resulted in the 
Army beating the Navy by 73 runs in the 
first innings, and leaving the Navy, after 
their second innings, still 22 behind, with 
only three wickets to fall. 

A respectably dressed Chinaman was 
found on the 8th inst., covered with blood, 
lying in the ravine by the New Gardens, 
Whether he had been knocked down, or 
had fallen over is not yet known. A 
young gentleman who was passing, seeing 
the man, went down to him, and sent 
for a policeman, who conveyed him to 
the Hospital. 























JAPAN. 

‘The Hiogo News mentions an experi- 
mental voyage to be made by the steamer 
Sclika from Marseilles to Hiogo, via 
Singapore, Manilla, and Yokohama,’ The 
object is’ to test the practicability of 
establishing a new French line of steamers 
to Japan." Tt is also reported that the 
Austrian Lloyds intend to extend their 
line—which now reaches Bombay—as far 
asChina, and perhaps Japan. Thenecessary 
arrangements may, of course, be expected 
to oceupy some time, but it is expected 
that everything will be in readiness to 
enable the enterprise to make a fair atart 
somewhere about the end of the present 
year. Subscriptions for the relief of the 
sufferers by the late Baltic inundations, 
are being received at the N-German Con- 
sulate, Skating had been possible for a 
week, at the prico of an hour's walk to 
ponds in the neighbonring hills. : 

A first meeting has been held of the 
Gas Company lately formed, the plant is 
being manufactured in Europe. Messrs, 
Byrne, Crombie and Illies have been elected 
a Municipal Council for the ensuing year. 
‘The officials belonging to the Hiogo Ken 
are going to employ a foreign barber to 
dress their hair, A new development of 
the jinricksha business has been made; 
these vehicles are now fitted for ponies, 
and leased out at 50 cents an hour includ 
ing drivers. ‘A correspondent of the Hiogo 

ferald thus describes his first experience 
of one. ‘Happening accidentally to be 
strolling, one Sunday afternoon, in the vici- 
nity of the Wooji-o Hotel he stumbled 
across these carriages, and for the novelty 
of the thing thought he would treat him- 
self to fifty cents worth. Accordingly, jum- 
ping into the most elaborately decorated 
one, having a horse harnessed to it that 
looked to have some go in him, away they 
started. The horse evidently did not be- 
ie his Tooke for go he would ; and go 
he did at full gallop anywhero he liked ; 
the driver, fearless of danyer with his back 
stretched forward in a horizontal position 
—for the reins were very short—ran foul 
of all the obstacles in the road, while the 
carringe being furnished with 'somewhat 
inferior aprings took a bound ocessionally 
that nearly threw the driver and his faro 
completely out of their seats, At the end 
of half an hour our friend managed to get 
achanco to address the driver and told 
him to stop, whereupon ho dismounted, 
heartily glad to find a firm footing once 
more on terra firma.” 

‘Another exhibition is to be held this 
year at Kioto. It is to open on the 18th 
March, and remain open for sixty days.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

Jan. 11th.—An Edict has been issued in 
referenco to the petition of Kweichang 
and others, praying that the Manchu sol- 
diors who attacked and exterminated. cer- 
tain sneaking rebels, may have their namos 
published and be rewarded according to 
the order of merit. 

In the 9th month of the present year, 
some bands of Mohamedan rebels ‘wero 
sneaking about the city of Woo, and the 
Dukes Ché-ti‘h-gan-twan_ and To0-poo-too- 
urh-tsz, leading ont thelr frees, followed 
them up and finally exterminated them, 
having defeated them previously in several 
engagements at King-sih-too. The Em- 
peror orders that they all be rewarded 
according to their several merits. 

(2) The Inspector of the Salt Depart- 
ment at Canton, Chung Kéen-keun, peti- 
tions in reference to his further appoint- 








| ment as Criminal Judge. 


In accordance with the commands of the 
Emperor, he has received the seal of the 
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latter office, and now returns thanks to 
‘Heaven (the Emperor) for His bounty. On 
the 2th day of the ninth month, in the 
present year, he received notice of his ap- 
pointment from the Viceroy and the Foo- 
tae. In consequence of the promotion of 
the Criminal Judge Tseun-t0 to the vacant 
post of officer in control of the Revenue 
for the province of Canton, he has been 
ordered to vacate his present appointment 
and to fill the post of Criminal Judge for 
a time. 

(8) I your servant King-lin kneel and 
petition in reference to certain officials 
who have control over the affairs of the 
Palace, that their faithful services, in 
repairing the ronds along which the Dra- 
gon Chair passes, at their own expense, 
may be rewarded. ‘The evidenco in this 
matter I respectfully transcribe snd pre- 
sent, beseeching your Majesty to take the 
matter into consideration. 

Ta San-ah, Wan-yen, and Hoo-puh, 
members of one of the Boards, together 
with the writer Léen-peih, have respectfully 
examined all the Imperial Dragon Chair 
sheds, belonging to the Imperial tombs, 
erected at the Nan-sin-ching gate, whence 
at all proper periods for offering’ sacrifice 
the Imperial attendants reverently carry out 
the Dragon Chair and pass along to the 
Great and Little West Gates. Becauso of 
the excessive rain which has fallen this 
year, the rond outside the Great Western 
Gato was flooded, and the water washed it 
arvay to the extent of more than 30 chang 
in length, more than 10 in breadth, and to 
the depth of more than two feet. ‘The 
road outside the Little West Gate was 
washed away to the extent of more than 
40 chang in length, 13 in breadth, and, 
twvo fect five inches in depth, ‘The drains 
also were rendered irregular, thus making 
tho road completely impassable. 

On both sides of these ronds are lands 
which are private property; and during 
tho summer and winter months, when 
overently carrying out the Dragon Chair, 
tho bearers were always obliged to tread 
down the crops in order to pass along with 
safety. 

‘From the Sinching Gate to the Imperial 
tombs, the distance is more than 10 le, 
‘and the pathway here had also been washed 
away ip some places. All these damages 

now been completely repaired, with 
the exception of the deep ditch along the 
from the Great to the Little West 
Gate, which at present endangers the tombs. 
Earth ought to be carried without delay 
to fill this up, and stone steps should be 
Duilt. ‘The quantity of stone required for 
this purpose, however, is vory great, and 
if it be purchased from a hill which is pri 
ate property, and which is several le di 
tant from the tombs, the excavating of the 
hill, and the carriage of the stone, will 
cause very great expenditure both of money 
and labour. 

‘At the Fungshwuy wall, towards the 
South, a quantity of stone ‘has been left 
on the ground, which was not required by 
‘the masons, and my informants think of 
carrying away these stones s0 as to clear 
the Fung-shwuy space, and make it look 
nent ; and thus render the Imperial road 
for the Dragon Chair still better adapted 
for use, Moreover the drains on each side 
of the road must be deepened, and willow 
trees planted at short distances, and then 
the entire road will be rendered durable, 
and secured from injury by water. If it 
bo not quickly repaired, there is great 
danger that when rain again falls in excess, 
it will be still more difficult to put it in 
order. 

‘The officials above mentioned have ever 
enjoyed the Imperial bounty, for which 
they Wave nover yet made the slightest 
return, beyond alivays cherishing the re- 
membrance of it in their hearts ; and they 
now entreat me to petition your Majesty 
on their behalf, They make all these re- 
pairs themselves asa recompense, but 
they most certainly do not consider the 










































matter to be worthy of your Majesty’s 
consideration. If they only receive per- 
mission to order the preparation of the 
materials this winter, next spring they will 
collect the workmen together, and quickly 
make all the necessary repairs, in order to 
manifest their zeal. 

I, your servant, have myself already ex- 
amined the roads along which the Dragon 
Chair is borne; and, as these have not 
been repaired for several years, they aro 
precisely in the state represented by tho 
petitioners. Since these officials “have 
applied for permission to make the neces- 
sary repairs at their own expense, they show 
themselves tobe imbued with a_ public 
spirit. They desire, besides ordering the 
preparation of the necessary materials in 
‘order'tofcommence the works next spring, 
reverently and according to propriety, to 
submit a full statement of the matter for 
your! Majesty’s/approval, and for the in- 
formation of the proper Board. 

(4) Too Hing-ah presents a supple- 
mentary petition, aud again addresses the 
Emperor in reference to a communication 
received from Duke No-lin-pe-lih Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the‘ Mongol troops and 
Inspector of Batteries. 

‘The horses under this officer’s control 
have been used in the service for a length 
of time ; and some of them are completely 
worn out, so that they are perfectly useless 
whenever it is necessary to go in pursuit 
of rebels. Now according to the repre- 
sentation of Prince Ti-urh-han, the oflicer 
commanding the second Battery named 
Pei-yen-t8-Kih-ta-keul-lih, together with 
the “commanders of the’ third Battery 
named respectively Kih-hwang-poo-leil-tse 
and Sih-hwang-chd-puh, have each given 
50 horses, 150 in all, to the public service. 

Farther, anjlinhabitant of Chang-too- 
ting named Wang E-shun has presented 10 
horses with a request that they may be in- 
spected and received, and then distributed 
for use amongst the troops. This the 
Duke considers it his duty to inform the 
petitioner of, in orderjthatl.the genero: 
of the donor may be made known. 

‘The petitioner having examined into all 
these particulars concerning the presenta- 
tion of horses to the Batteries for the use 
of the Soldiers, considers that they exhibit 
an_amount of zeal in the public servico 
sufficient to cause one to leap with joy 
and traly it not proper that euch dis 
terestedness"should be allowed to go un- 
rewarded. The petitioner prays, not only 
that Wang E-shun may bo presented with 
an empty button * ; but especially, that 
His Majesty would deign to allow each of 
the three officers above mentioned to wear 
a peacock’s feather in order to stimulate 
their exertions in the public service. The 
petitioner considers it to be his duty to 
implore His Majesty to give orders to the 
Oficers of the cantonments to investigate 
the facts of these cases and to report. 

The Emperor orders the proper Board 
to deliberate on the subject, and petition. 

12th. —An Eaict has been recently issued 
in reference to the Imperial Minister Gan- 
in, stationed at Le-tsau, who took it 
upon himself to confer a pencock’s feather, 
and who further employed another person 
to perform his own duty of inspecting the 
soldiers’ tents. Imperial orders were issued 
that the name of this official should be 
sent into the proper Board, that judgment 
might be passed upon him ; and he was 
ordered to come up to Peking, that the 
case might be properly arranged. Ho was 
further ordered to remain for the present 
where he is, and diligently to discharge 
the duties of his office, as anewly appointed 
Imperial Minister has not yot been sent to 
fill his place. 

Now, acoording to a petition received 
from this Gan-lin, Tih-t'e has forcibly 
seized upon the seal of office, and he pray 
the Emperor to transmit His Majes 
instructions concerning this. transaction, 


























‘Thi insignia of office without rank, 








‘Tih-t’ae’s petition does.fnot} accord with 
the sentiments of Gan-lin, in the original 
copies of 
peror. Tih-t’ae perversely put 
terpretation upon the orders“transmitted 
to Gan-lin, giving them a false meaning ; 
and pressed Gan-lin to give up the seal of 
office to himself, and to set out for Peking. 
‘Tih-tae is truly adolt and incapable of 
filling the post of Assistant. Let him be 
deposed and return to his Banner. The 
proper Board is acquainted with the case. 
Respect this. 
® ‘Tso ‘Tsung-tang ‘presents a supple- 
mentary petition in reference to an acting 
General at Se-ning-ching and acting com- 
mander of the centre, named; Ma Pun- 
uen; together with the acting Chefoo at 
je-ning-foo, named Ma kwei-yuen, both: 
being Mahomedans of that place and act- 
ing officials there, and yet daring to it 
dulge in wrong practices. ‘They first i 
vited the officers of the] army to pursue 
after the Mahomedan rebels in Shan-se, 
and when they had made an advance for 
that purpose, these two officials caused the 
rebels to attack the soldiers, and besides, 
caused the whole body of the insurgents to 
attack tho city of Se-ning-foo. Their 
wickedness is exceedingly great. 

Now, because the soldiers utterly ex- 
terminated the insurgents, these two ro- 
bellious officers, being greatly embarrassed, 
absconded, taking their families with them, 
Hwang Poo-heen has, been appointed 
General at Se-ning-ching ; but, as he is at 
present in command of the troops sta- 
tioned at Wei-yuen-paou to dofend that 
place against] the sneal he can- 
not immediately fill his new appointment. 
The post of Che-foo at Se-ning-foo has 
beon conferred upon Tang Ching-wei, who 
is at present presiding over the province 
of Shen-se, and therefore, also finds it 
difficult to’ assume tho duties of his now 
appointment at once. I find that the com- 
mander-in-chief at Hoo-nan, named Ho 
‘Tso-lin, whose tactics and bravery aro un- 
exceptionable, might in the meantime bo 
sent to fill tho vacancy of Goneral at So- 
ning-ching, and the commander of the two 
cantonments at Suy and ‘Ting,’ named 
‘Lung Seih-king, who has been at Sher 
in command of the Volunteers for many 
years, might at once follow to Se-ning, di- 
gently to transact business and to fil the 
other vacancy there for the present. 

The General’s seal was taken away by 
‘Ma Pun-yuen when he absconded, and the 
seal of the Che-foo of Se-ning-foo, although 
found, cannot bo used again, 1 had seals 
cut on wood when orders were first given 
to Tso-lin to actas General at Se-ning- 
ching, and when Lung Soil-king was sent 
as Cho-foo to Se-ning-foo; but itis my 






















































duty to pray your Majesty to make tho 
matter known to the propar Board, in order 
that metal seals may bo ‘east for the Ge- 





neral at Se-ning-ching, for the Che-foo of 
Se-ning-foo, and forwarded to them by 
express, in order that all business may be 
transacted so as to inspire confidences. 
Moreover, these, together with all other 
‘metal seals, ought to be sont up to Poking 
to be properly examined. I respectfully 
forward this supplemenary petition for 
your Majesty’s perusal,—The Emperor re- 
plies that the case has been laid before the 
proper Board, Respect this.

‘The net profits for that period, including 
$122,826.21 brought forward ‘from last 
account, after paying all charges and de- 
ducting’ interest paid amd due, and making 
full provision’ for all bad and doubtful 
debts, amount to $342,342.61, of which, 
after taking out Rebate on Bills not yet 
due, and Remuneration to Directors, there 
remains for appropriation $319,227.76. 

‘From this sum, the Directors recommend 
the distribution of a Dividend of $7.50 per 
share, being equivalent to Six per cent for 
the hulf year, which will absorb $300,000. 
‘The Balance, $19,227.76, they propose to 
carry forward to Credit of New Account, 

If this appropriation of Profits be con- 
firmed by the Meeting, the Shareholders 
will have received as Dividend for the 
year 1872, the sum of $570,000, or 12 per 
cent on ‘the paid-up Capital, leaving 
$19,297.76 of undivided profits to be 
curried forward.

‘Markete— Diseased Meat.—Your Council 
regret to state that seizures of meat unfit 
for food, and deathe among cxttle in the 
neighbourhood of Shanghai still continue, 
plainly indicative of the existonce of a 
‘contagious and destructive disease amongst 
cattle. 

Fines inflicted at the Mixed Court, in 
addition to confiscation of the meat seized, 
do not appear to prove deterrent either to 
Butchers or Knackers, and until slaughter- 
ing under supervision of the Inspector of 
‘Markets or other competent authority, or 
‘until an abattoir is established, the Watch 
Committee will experience much difficulty 
in controlling the markets. 

Byo Law XXXIV, in its amended form 
as brought forward and approved at Gene- 
ral Meeting on th May last, giving the 
Council authority to license shops for sale 
of Butchers’ meat, poultry, game, &e., 
when confirmed by’ the Minister at Peking 
will afford more assistance in dealing with 
the question, The bye-law has up to the 
present time received the sanction of the 
U.S, Minister and H.1.R.M. Minister only. 














Lock Hospital. —The French Municipality, 
in reply to an im 
to co-operate in establishing one Hospital 
to meet the requirements of both Munici- 
palities replied that, after deliberation, they 
had. decided to establish an independent 
institution of their own, but that they 
would work on the same system as intro- 
duced into this settlement. The result of 
enquiries tends to show that the indivi- 
duals who vill directly benefit by the 
institution have been and are generally in 
favor of the project. A suitable building 
is now in course of erection. 

Death Certificates.—A system has been 
introduced, by which Death Certificates 
have to be produced before interm 
either of the Municipal Cemeteries is 
granted. 

Firing of Crackers, Hitherto, the regu- 
lation in force has been to allow firing be- 
tween the hours of 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. on 
obtaining permit from the Police to do 80 
these hours have been restricted to7 a.m. 
to10 p.m. No permits will be given on 
the occasion of Foreigners leaving Shang- 
hai ; the practice of firing crackers on these 
‘occasions would appear to be quite uncalled 
for, and in the opinion of the Watch Com- 
tttesaliould be stopped.

“Wind and Water,” does not appear to be 
difficult of explanation, if we only bear in 
mind the doctrines of the Confucianists in 
referenee to Cosmogony. According to Chi- 
nese ideas : 

‘1.—Every particle of the Universe, from 
Heaven and Barth down fo the meanest 
insect which crawls upon the earth, is made 
of Khe, Air. 

2.=With regard to the human species, 
the members of each family or clan are all 
made of precisely the same Air as its firat 
ancestor; and one family or clan differs 
feom another, only in the quality of this 
Air. 
3.—In some men, e, gr. Sages and Em- 

yerors &e., this Air is purer than in others 
in whom it is more mixed and deteriorated, 
the former are therefore intelligent and 
honourable, while the latter are more or less 
stupid, and more or less lax in their moral 
principles, according to the amount of 
deterioration which the Air of which they 
are made has undergone from various 
causes, 

4. The entire body of Air from which 
each portion of the Universe is made, is 
divided into pure and impure, or Yang 
Air and Yin Air. The Fung Shwiy 
to be guarded against is the Yin Air, or 
misty Air which is a compound of Wind 
and Water, prevailing chiefly during tho 
rainy season, and producing mildew and 
decay. The walls erected before tombs are 
intended to guard the body in the interior 
from this watery wind, which, if allowed 
to blow in, would deteriorate the Air of 
which the deceased and his descendants 
are all equally made, and the latter would 
consequently suffer from disease and other 
calamities.

FIRE AT THE KIANGNAN ARSENAL, 

‘The report which we print elsewhere, of 
an inquest held yesterday at the Kiang- 
nan Arsenal, sets forth nearly all the known 
circumstances of the disastrous fire which 
occurred there on Wednesday morning. 





Onr readers are already aware, by common 
report, of the complete destruction of one 
block of the Kaon-chang-meaou buildings, 
and the death of Messrs. Christie, Main- 
land and Stewart—three gentlemen em- 
ployed at the Arsenal, —who were sleeping 
in it when the fire occurred 

‘The building in question is the one 
which stood between the Dock and the 
Ship-building yard, where a vessel is now 
lying on the stocks. Two of the deceased, 
Messrs. Christie and Mainland, lived in a 
portion of the building fronting the river ; 
the third, Mr, Stewart, was in charge of 
the new buildings in course of erection 
near Loong-hwa, but was staying the 
night at the Arsenal with his friends. The 
back part of the building was used as a 
moulding loft, for making models of ships, 
and underneath it were a number of 
spars. The upper part of the bnildi 
moreover was constructed chiefly of wood ; 
so that the whole was peculiarly inflam- 
mable. 

‘The statement of Mr. Reid, who last 
saw the deceased alive, is that he left 
them in Mr. Mainland’s rooms, having sat 
there with them about 24 hours, at a quar- 
ter before midnight ; and was awoke half 
an hour later, to tind their house in flames 
from top to bottom, and the deceased gentle- 
men themselvesmissing. Thewhole build- 
ing is completely burned down, nothing but 
upported the wood- 
work remain ight ; and some char- 
red remains, found among the twisted 
remnants of iron bedsteads, afford too 
sad an explanation of the fate which be- 
fel the inmates. It is believed that no 
Chinese are lost; unly one coolie hav- 
ing been sleepi rooms 
at the time—the others being absent on 
leave, in Shanghai. Nothing certain 
is known reyarding the origin of the tir 
but it supposed that the heat of the 
stove pipe ignited a wooden partition 
through which it ra ind this supposition 
affords the only seemifg explanation of the 
helpless death of the deceased gentlemen. 
It is surmised that gas generated by 
the charring wood suffocated them before 
the flames burst out; and the surmise is 
strenghtened by the discovsry, alongside 
Mr. Christie’s bed, of remains believed to 
be those of a large dog which always slept 
in that position. 

Aromarkable feature in the case is the 
short space of time which Mr. Reid says 
elapsed between his leaving the deceased, 
and being awoke by the cry of fire to find 
the building in flames. As pointed out bya 
Juror, twenty-tive minutes seems an impos- 
sibly short time for so much to haye 
happened in—as their going to bed, being 
suffocated by smouldering fire, and the 
outburst of fame. We cannot but think 
he must, in the natural excitement of the 
moment, have mistaken the second hour. 
Indeed, another informant tells us it was 
nearly3a.m. when he was awoke to see the 
flames broken out in the dwelling house, 





















































and running along the whole building with 
an appalling rapidity'that forbad all iden of 
the fire having lasted any length of timo 


before he saw it. 

‘The fierceness of the fire, in fact, ren- 
dered all effort to check it utterly futile. 
The engines and various appliances that 
are kept at the Arsenal were got to work as 
quickly as possible, the Chinese offcinlsener- 
getically directing their men ; but nothing 
could save a building so constituted when 
once the flames had headway, All that 
could be done, was, to prevent them 
spreading—to the ship which is lying 
in dock on one side, and the framework of 
anew one which is on the stocks on the 
other. This was successfully done, and 
though the huge underneath the 
building are reduced to charcoal, a little 
Taunch lying alongside appears compara- 
tively little damaged. 

We may mention that some of the 
Chinese employés declare they saw Mr. 











Mainland come out of the burning build- 


ing, and run away as through in a phrenzy- 
of excitement; but we fear no such hope 
can be indulged. Something would cer- 
tainly have been heard of him, before the 
late honr yesterday evening at which the 
Inquest was held. 

Ve regret to learn that Mr, Christie 
leaves a wife and four young daughters, 
in Scotlaud, to bewail his loss ; and that 
‘Mr. Stewart leaves also a wife aud family 
in the same country.

The papers 
by Mr. Stent on ‘ Chinese Legends,” and by 
Mr, Thompson on “The Antiquities of Cam- 
bodia,” are fresh in our recollection ; as 
also "Articles xi. and xii., by Dr. Mao- 
Gowan, on “The Chinese Uso of Shad in 
Consumption,” and on The Mutton 
Wine of the Mongols.” M, Armand David 
contributes a valuable and concise paper 
(Art. x.) on “The Natural History of. 
Northern and Western China”; and’ the 
volume closes with the usual Retrospect 
of the two years (71 & 72) that havo in- 
tervened since the publication of the last 
journal—does not quite closo, however ; for 
there is still another interesting record, of 
“ Meteorolouical Observations” taken by 
the Committee formed for that purpose in 
the Spring of last year.

LOSS OF THE “ serica.” 
(China Mail.) - 

‘We much regret to learn that the Thales 
brings intelligence of the loss of the well- 
known tes-clipper Seriea on the Paracels. 
‘The German bark Johann Smidt carried the 
information to Saigon, the saddest part of 
the story being that only one survivor lives 
to tell the tale, he having been picked up at 
Triton Rocks. ‘The entire crew perished 
on the Rocks, with the exception of this 
one man, who was picked up by a passing 
junk and conveyed to Touron. ‘The Cap- 
tain of the German vessel offered the man 
a passage to Saigon, which he declined, 
preferring to remain at Touron, where he 
is being very well treated by the natives. 
The Serica left Hongkong for Whampoa, 
October 2st, 1872, to load for Monte

tain Hagemann, of the Johann Smidt, has 
kindly been placed at our disposal by 





‘Messrs, Bourjau, Hiboner & Co. 
“Two days before my departure from 
Touron I was told by an Aunamite that 
there was an Enropean on shore in the 
house of the first Mandarin. I went there 
and found a man’ who said that he was a 
sailor named (name not intelligible.) Ho 
had heen bostawain of the British 
ship Serica. The Serica bad left Hong- 
kong ou a Saturday morning bound to 
‘Monte-Video, and already the following 
evening between 7 and 8 o’eluck struck on 
areef, which, as the Captain ofterwards 
said, were the North Shoals of the Paracels, 
It being very stormy, masts, boats and 
deck houses were swept away by the'sen ; 
the crew made a raft, provided themselves 
with some provisions and left the ship. 
‘The crew consisted of 28 hans, ‘The Cap- 
tain died after 4 days, and 8 men died a 
few days Inter. On the 8th day, water and 
all provision wero finished. During the 
tenth night, the raft was smashed on a rock, 
whereby the remaining crew except one 
of them were drowned. The surviving 
man found some rain water and lived on 
shells found on this rock. Ou the sixth 
day he was saved by a fisherman, and 
brought on shore to a French missionary, 
who provided him with food, and with 
whom he stayed for six days. He then was 
handed over to a mandarin and was sent to 
‘Tonron in a palanguin, when he arrived on 
the evening of the 20th January, after a 
journey of three weeks. He speaks very 
favorably of tho treatment he received on 
the journey and in Touren, He lives there 
with a mandarin, receives cloti 
food, and is provided with everything. 
He told me that the government intend to 
send him to Hongkong in a native craft or 
steamer which was to leave shortly. He, 
however, showed me a letter writien by a 
French missionary, and addressed to. a 
brother in Saigon, the letter was dated 
Khanhonand, stating that the bearer was 
a wrecked sailor who had suffered w great 
deal.

Subjoined is the summing-up of the Chief- 
Iustice in the above case -— 

Tt was very true, as had heen stated by Mr. 
Davidson, that in England this would not be 
‘an offence, as an Act of Parliament relating to 
Trustees states that the trust must be ex- 
pressed in writing. There had, however, been 
many complaints against the inefficiency of the 
English law with respect to these matters. 
‘The Indian Penal Code endeavonred todo 
away with all complaints of this sort. Had 
the English law been the law here, doubtless 
the Manager of the Bank woukl have taken 
care that the trast should haye been in writ- 
ing. ‘The Penal Code in force here was sim- 
ply an adaptation of the Indi inal law 
to this Colony.

And if they were satisfied that the 
trust was created, the next question for their 
consideration was, Did the prisoner commit a 
criminal breach of trust? \And if they were 
of opinion, that he had done so, they would 
then have'to determine whether ‘he had done 
so a8 a merchant, or an agent, or as a trustee. 
He would impress upon them that it was iio" 
excuse for a criminal offence to say that it 
was dove in pursuanco of the orders or 
instructions of another person. No man 
could commit a crime and then east the 
respon ‘upon another. If he found 
there was a fraud, and went on with it, or 
not, wnade no difference. And if he committed 
a fraud on his own account, it would not save 
him to say that ho was’ acting merely as 
agent for another, and was therefore not 
responsible, ‘There must be, how 
intention of the prisoner to commit a fraud, 
in order to constitute a criminal breach of 
trust. With respoct to the opi 
been entrusted to the prisoner's keeping, the 
evidence had not been so clear as it might 
have been, Of the 425 chests said to have 
been there on the 28th of June, there appeared 
to have beon nobody who had ever seen it, 
bub with regard to the 100 and 150 chests 
mentioned in the last two receipts, here was 
first trace of any opium which might be 
id to have been traced to tho prisoner's pos- 
session. If thoy were of opinion that he had 
been guilty of a breach of trust with respect 
to any portion of the 650 chests, then he 
would be guilty of the crime charged. If they 
came to the conclusion that he had done 20, 
would they be kind enough to say in what 
capacity they were of opinion he had done 20, 
the jury, after a few minutes’ animated 
Ajpcussion, asked to be allowed to retire, and 
withdrew to consider their verdict.

CIVIL SUMMARY COURT. 


Shanghai, February 18th. 
Before R. A. Mowar, Esq., 
Joux Souerrt v. F. Mawnoop and others 
‘owners of the Bessie Searight. 
Claims for $26.25. 

Defendant admitted indebtedness to-the 
amount of 80 cents, which sum he paid into 
Court. 

‘JouN SomenR1 sworn, stated-I was master 
of the Bessie Searight when that vessel was 
ost. She was the property of defendant and 
others. My claim is part on account wages, 
part for expenses incurred at Ningpo on ship's 
account, and part for cost of passage from 
Ningpo'to Shanghai,’ My wages were $150 
per month, for which sum I had to provide a 
chiof officer and find him and myself in 
rations ; also to pay a cook's wages. “I hand 
in my ‘seeounts showing balance of $26.25 

ue. 

Defendant also handed in his account. 

‘Pho first difference in the accounts, His 
‘Worship observed to be the difference of ex- 
change for Tis. 25 in Shanghai and Ningpo, 
which was ruled in favour of Plaintiff. 

Plaintiff stated the vessel was lost on the 
29th Dec. He and his crew were picked up 
by a fishing boat and conveyed to Ningpo 
‘They arrived there on the evening of Jan, 3rd. 
He roported the circumstances of the vessel 























loss to H. M.'s Consul. He noted and e 
tended a protest, which cost $7. Pending a 
Naval Court of Enquiry, he resided at a hotel, 





where he had to pay $1.50 per day. ‘The en- 

niry took place Jan. 7th. Left same day for 
Shagghai on ship's business, and reported the 
Joss to defendant. 

‘His Worsutr disallowed $4 of the amount 
‘laimed on account of wages, and also dis- 
allowed $5, plaintiff's claim for cost of passage 
from Ningpo to Shanghai, After deducting 
these sums from the total amount claimed, 
there was a balance of $16.73. Judgment was 
given for this amount with costs. 











POLICE COURT. 
Shanghai, 18th February. 
Before R. A. Mowar, Esq. 

R, v. Pareiox Hewry, Oraigforth. 
Drunk and incapable, and stealing a shilling 
from one of his shipmates. 

Inspector SrerPtxa stated that. on the 

afternoon of the 17th, prisoner was arrested 
on board tho Craigforth for stealing a shilling 
from Russian fireman on board that vessel, 
gn Sunday afternoon, and also appropriatin 
to his use the clothes and effects of Alfrec 
Kite, the deceased victim in the previous case, 
immediately after he was drowned. 
‘The Russian was placed in the witness box, 
and having been warned to speak the truth 
made a statoment in a French patois, of which 
vory little could be understoo 

‘The prisoner, when asked what he had to 
say in his defence, admitted having taken 
thecoin, butnot with theintentionof stealing it, 
as he was drunk at the time ; and now that he 
‘was sober, he was willing to refund to plaintift 
three times the amount in question. He also 
admitted having taken temporary possession 
of the deceased man's clothes. 

‘His Worship then asked the Captaia for 

yrisoner’s character, and the reply not being 
favourable, he proceeded to comment on the 
disgraceful circumstances of the whole affair, 
all of which evidently arose from drunken- 
ness. Prisoner must go to gaol for one 
month.

Kite had o shirt and trowsers on, 
no coat nor vest. ‘That was his usual style of 
dress in coming from the stoke-hole. T can't 
Say what Wilson replied.

‘Wilson said he would fight Kite, if he liked to 

‘on deck. Kite replied “Come on my son.”

When I camo out of the lazarette, where 
T ad been for the ggapplings, Honty was 
overboard diving for Kite, but the water was 
so cold, he couldn't remain. Search was kept 
up with the grapplings for an hour. T had 
heard Kite say he couldn't swim. I don't 
know the depth of water nor the draught of 
the ship. 

‘To Prisonen—When first youcame on bo: 
Kite had on a shirt and trowsers. When 
he fell overboard he had not his shirt on. 1 
did not see him take it off. I heard Patrick 
Henry say something about fighting, but I am 
not sure what it was, [Prisoner said Henry 
told him at 2 for him;’ if prisoner didn’t he 
(Henry) would.] 

To Court—Kite did rather insist upon 
fighting with Wilson.

To Mr. SrripLix¢—Kite was a peaceable 
man. I never saw him guarrelling or the worse 
for liquor, before. Iam sure ho told Wilson

To Covrr—I did not see Kite strike the 
spar in falling. if he had, I should have 
seen him. It was very low tide, about 5 m.

‘The gang- 
way is 7 or 8 feet from the forecastle. When 
I came up out of the forecastle, the men were 
sparring at each other, no blow had been 
struck.”

‘To Mr. Srerpurx¢—Kite made no attempt 
to get away from him to get at Wilson. 

Lewis Tixpat, third mate of Craig/orth, 
sworn, stated—I came out of the cabin about 
.5 p.m., when I saw Wilson and deceased 
fighting ‘between the gangway and the fore 
hate. I ran away forward to stop them. I 
just got to the starboard side as I saw the 
two Tun at each other. When I got up, 
the deceased was falling. Ididn’t think he 

going to fall over. I put my arm before 

Wilson to stop him going any farther, and 
when Iturned round deceased was fallin 
over the side. 1 caught him by the leg of 
fhe’ trousere. Seeing I couldn hola him 
standing, I dropped down, to get more pur- 
chaso ; but when the strain came, the weight 
carried him out of my fingers, “He fell into 
the water nearly head first, and I saw no 
more of him. ‘The 2nd and’ chief mate then 
came running along, and sent for the grap- 
Rings and we dragged some considerable time. 
Wilson came running up to me asking me to 
do all I could to save him, Several others did 
the same. Patrick Henry jumped overboard, 
but couldn't see anything of Kite, and said the 
water was too cold to remain in it. I was 
then sent by the chief mate for a policeman, 
to take Wilson in charge. 

‘The Covnr.—I did not see any blows ex- 
changed. I saw them running at each other. 


‘To Mr. Srrretxc.—From the position in 
which L first saw Kite falling, T thought he 
would fall inside the ship on the deck, so 
stopy ‘Wilson with my arm. I did not 
touch deceased with my left hand till [looked 
round, and then I caught his trowsors as ho 
was falling. The first words I heard Wilson 
say were “Save him,” when he was in the 
water. Wilson did not attempt to save him ; 
there might have been time for him to try, 
as [had time to try. Deceased did not rise, 
I donot know the depth of water ; Ido not 
know the draught of our ship, as we were dis- 
charging cargo. 

‘To Court.—I never had hold of deceased 
till he was falling. ‘Tho last witness is wrong 
in saying Wilson struck deceased while I was 
holding him. I could see they were the worse 
for liquor. Kite was a very quiet man. 

‘To Prisoxer.—When T saw you run at one 
another, I thought deceased had jnst risen, 
He seemed to be in a bent position as though 
hhe were just rising, Then you ran at him. 
was looking at the spars I lind to eross, I did 
not know what happened until I got up to 
7ou and then"T stopped you an saw Kito 

ing. He must evidently have fallen across 
the covering board with the weight of his body 
overboard. I do not know whether a blow 
was struck in the interval, 

Avousrvs Prexsox.—I am an A. B. I was 
at the main hatch heaving up cargo, about 
30 feet from the gangway. I could seo 
well. I saw Wilson standing on dock 
gear the fore gangway. Then I sow 
Kite coming towards him without his shirt, 
I saw them striking one another. ‘The 
third mate came up towards them and put 
out his right hand, with a book in it, to keep 
Wilson back. His left hand was towards the 
deck. A second or so after, I saw Kite's 
head going backward over th . Lheard 
the sound of his falling in the water. Twas 
in the forecastle when the affair began, and 
heard Kito tell Wilson he was glad he wasback, 
‘and would have bailed him out. Henry then 
said ‘‘ 1 was up there, and the Policeman said 
ifyou don't go away Pll lock you up too”—be- 
eaitse he was drank, Deceased was a quiet 
man, He was intoxicated on Sunday night, 
and got more liquor on Monday, and was in 
toxicated again. 

To Prisoner—I did not seo Robson strike 
you, Isaw Patrick Henry amongst the others 
in the forecastle. Idid not take much note 
‘of what was going on. 

‘To Covrt—I only saw one blow struck. I 
saw Wilson strike once. 1 could not

INQUEST 
(Held at the Kiangnan Arsenal.) 


Shanghai. 19th Feb. 
Before R. A. Mowar, Esq., Coroner, and 


F. H. Barrour, J. B. Maysoy, and A. 
Provann, Jurors. 


On the bodies of William Christie, William 
Stowart, and Henry Ogilvie Mainland. 

‘The Jury having seen the remains,—The 
Coroner called, as the last person who had 
seen the deceased persons alive, 

GxorcE GarpseR Ret, who, sworn, stated 
—Iam a mechanician in the ‘employ’ of the 
Chinese Government. I knew all the de- 
ceased. Christie and Mainland were employed 
here, and Stewart at Loonghwa, Christie was 
Naval Constructor, and Mainland the head 
Carpenter. Stewart was Cartridge-maker at 
Loonghwa. He had been invited to pass the 
evening here, and stayed the night, as he 
usually did when he came. I saw all three 
together. Iwas with them all the evening 
from 7 o'clock ; first in Mr. Kreyer’s house, 

in Mr. Mainland’s. We went 
evs house to Mr. Mainland’s at 
101m, past 9, Mainland and Christie lived in 
separate houses, in part of a large building 
Which is entirely destroyed, ‘The remainder 
of the upper storey was used as a drawing loft 
for laying down the moulds for ships. Under- 
neath the house were the servants’ quarters, 
‘The building 
was 45 feet wide, and was divided into two. 
Mr. Christie and Mr. Mainland lived in 
parato halves, [ reinained at Mr. Mainland’s 
fill about 17 ‘min. to 12. Christie had not 
been at Mr. Kreyer’s room. He came into 
Mainland’s room about half-past ten. I left 
‘them all three there, and went to my quarters. 
Iwas awoke by the ery of fire, about 10 min. 
past 12. Twas in bed. I got up and went to 
the spot and found the fire was proceedin 
from the south end of the building. When 
got there, the whole building, top and bottom, 
was in flame, as far as 20 feot from the river— 
that is, the whole depth of the dwelling house. 
Every endeavour was made by the Chines 
officials to keop the fro down. ‘The appliances 
wore got to work ; Mr. Fung and Mr. Ching 
were on the spot. The floors were 3b in. 
thick, which gave greater material for the 
flame. I did not leave till about 4 past four 
to 5. Uptothat time, nothing was seen of the 
deceased. Knowing’ that Ihad left ‘them 
there, { dreaded ‘they had been burned. 
Isubsequently found the remains of Mr. Chris- 
tie, and saw other charred remains under Mr. 
‘Mainland’s rooms, which I judged to be those 
of himself and Mr. Stewart. I judge whose 
‘were the remains, from the position of the 
beds in the building. ‘The bedstead of each 
found, the iron much twisted. The re- 
mains of Mr. Christie were found within the 
square of his bed ; the fall would be only 
9 feet through to the ground floor. ‘The re- 
mains of the others were found in a position 
to justify the supposition that they were 
sleeping together, as I know they intended 
doing, and-as they usually did when Mr. 
Stewart visited here. No medical man has 
inspected tho remains. Both had stoves 
in their room. Mr. Mainland’s was alight 
when Ileft. hore was astair-case toeach house. 

‘To Court.—I fancy the fire must have 
been caused by the position of the stove, the 
pipe from which ran through a partition 
tween the sitting room and bed-room, and then 
turning at right angles about 17in. ‘from the 
oof, was turned up through the roof. I 
imagine they must have been suffocated by 
tho ‘smoke fist of al pe from the 
stove passing through this length of pipe, 
by constantly heating the wood-work, might 
geuerate so much gas that the deceased were 
Suffocated before the flames burst out. 














































Toa Juror.—When I left the deceased, 
they were all perfectly sober. 

To a Jonox.—We were burning what is 
‘usually called Japan coal. 

To a Junor.—They were burnin; 
lamps. Mr, Christie must have h: 
tin of kerosine oil in a side room. 

‘To Court.—None of the servants are mis- 
sing. I should think no one was sleeping 
ander ‘Mr. Christie’s room. Under Mr. Main- 
Jand’s room there would probably have been 
‘one coolie. The other servants were on leave 
to Shanghai. 

A Juror pointed out that witness said he 
left the deceased at 17 min. to 12, and was 
called at 10 min. past 12 and found the house 
im flames. Could it be that the deceased had 
gone to sleep, been suffoeated, and the flames 

roken out, in so short an interval ? 

Wrrsess might be mistaken as to a few 
minutes, but not as to an hour. It seemed 
strange ; but Stewart had walked five miles, 
and all were in the habit of beingon their legs 
all day. 

‘To Court.—Christie had a large retriever 
and pup. They have not been seen since. 

‘This concluded witness’ evidence, and the 
Coroner adjourned the enquiry ‘till 1.30 
p.m. on Friday ; when he would regi. the 
attendance of Mr. Fryer and Mr. Stockes, and 
‘that of the Chinese servants of the deceased. 
A plan of the building would also be required. 

At the request of the Jury, a medical 
inspection of the remains will be held in the 
meantime, to ascertain as far as possible 
whether they represent the three bodies.

as at present, on fluctuations of the Man- 
chester cotton-market.—Caleutta Englishman. 








Our readers will observe that the present 
issue of the China Mail is the three thousandth 
since its foundation. ‘The first number ap- 
peared on the 20th February 1845, and the 
Paper was, until 1867, issued as a weekly 
paper, the title being in that year transferred. 
to the former Evening Mail.” Some eight or 
nine journals have been started since the 
China Mail was first commenced, our two 
morning contemporaries alone surviving. Many 
causes of course contributed to their failure, 
but the absence of any unoccupied or only 
partially occupied ficld in which to give them 
a chance of success was doubtless the chief 
reason.

24d., the average 
consumption was 1 1b, 4oz.; ia 1841, when 
2s, 2\d. of duty’ was paid, the average per 
head was 1 1b. Goz.; ten years later, at the 
same rate of duty, the average quantity con- 
sumed was 1 1b. 150z.; in 1855, when there 
was a reduction of duty to Is. 8d., the average 
was 2 Ibs, 4oz.; 1861, duty Is. 5d., average

‘This, which amounted to 817,938 Ibs. in 1801, 
had fallen to 254,460 Ibs. in 1833, and since 
that year has continued to increase with 
little ‘interruption, being 4,524,599 Ibs. in 
1851 ; 12,847,026 Ibs. in I861 ; 30,354,376 Ibs, 
in 1870; and 42,011,807 last year.— IWeekly 
Scotsman.
